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ORITUARY.
tdrarge MiMis Whnrton, Kaqg.

George MiMin Wharton, Ilsq,, one of the
leading Iawyora, and formerly one of the active
and prominent pollticlans of Phulladelphia, died
on the Bth inst., after a protracted illness, at his
residence in South Fourth stroel, a ahort dis-
tance below Walnut. Ho was born in 1806, and
devoling himself to  the logal profession
after he reached manhood, he soquired
a prominent position as.a lawyer, giving great
sltention to the preparation of his cases, and
arguing them with remarkable skill. He also
took an active part In politics, and was, for a
long perlod, an influsutial and prominent mem-
bor of the Whig party of the old city of Phila-
delphin, He took a deep Interest In the
public schools, and was nf one time
President of the Board of Control. Bubse-
quently, in 1865, he was elocted a member of the
Select Counoll from the Fifth ward, and he was
made Tresident of that body. When the old
Whig organization beeame broken up by the
Amerlcan and RepubMean movements, he at
ouce openly and decidedly attsched him-
gpelf to the Democeatic party. IHe
took is step at or about the same time
that & similar course was adopted by Josiah
Randall and Willam B. Reed, and this trio
constitnted the most Importail representative
accessions made to the Domocratic ranks in
Philadelphia at that period. There was nstrong
disposition in 1856 to make George M. Wharton
the Democratic candidate for Congress in the
district composed maluly of the old city, and Mr.
Buchanan himself favored this movement, bul the
controllers of the machinery of the local organi-
zation were not then prepared to confer honors
upon one who had so recently been their active
enemy, and mno serlous effort wns made In the
Congressional Convention to nominate Mr.
Wharton. He became, however, sl oace n
warm personal and soclal as well as @
political friend of Mr. Buchaoan, sod
al a comparatively late perlod of the
Presidential term ot the latter, this feeling in-
duced Mr. Wharton's appointment as United
States District Attorney in this city, a position
for which he was woll qualified by his aklll as a
lawyer. In the natural order of events, he was
removed by Lincoln, and, although he was not
eapeclally influential subsequently us n politician,
e did what he could to sntagonize Lincoln's ad-
istration by efforts to demonstrate that the sus-
pension of the habeas corpus was illegal, the
Legal-tender act unconstitutional, ete, Mr,
Wharton's moral character was above reproach,
and he was an attlve member of the Episcopal
Chureh, being frequently ehosen in former years
a8 & lay delegate in Its conventlons. He took a
prominent part in the deliberations of these
badies, but when questions arose that were con-
nected even ina remote degree with the political
agitations of the time, he was espocially earnest
In his expression of the views which charac-
terized his partisan schoel.

Mr. Wharton's espousal of De¢mocratice prin-
ciples, and his course during the war, led to the
severance of many of his earller assoclations,
and he failed to win a very enviable or powerful
position nmong his new associates, Atall times,
however, his talents, his energy, and his un-
blemished private character commanded the
respect of all parties.

Colonel A. H. Tippen.

At an early hour yesterday morning Colonel
A. 1. Tippen died ot bis Iate residence in this
city. The deceased was well known in this
city by his honorable career as a soldier, His
first appearance In the field was doring the
Mexican war, In which he served as a Lleuten-
ant of the 1st reziment of Pennsylvania Volun-
teers, commanded by Colonel F. M. Wynkoop.
At the closc of this war he participated in the
organization of the Scott Leglon, a military or-
ennization made up of those residiug in this
clty who saw service in Mexico, and for many
vears one of our most prominent militla regl-
ments. On the outbreak of the Rebellion (he
ranks of the Beott Legion were filled up for
active service, in effecting which he Inbored
efficiently, and the regiment went into the ser-
vice as the 08th Pennsylvania, with the deceased
ad its Colonel, in which capacity he scrved
throughout the war. For some time the com-
mand was attached to the Headquarters Brigade
of the Army of the Potomae, and during the
entire struggle it did efficient service. The
deceased was possessed of those soldlerly quali-
ties which eminently fitted him for military
life, and wins not less highly esteemed by the
commuuity at large than by his companions in

Arias.

Hon, Trumaf H. Hong.

The Hon. Truman H. Hoag, a Representative
in Congress from Ohjo, died at the Metropolitan
Hotel, in Washington, on Baturday evening,
from exhaustion and weakness resulting from «
long attack of fever and ague. The deceased
was born near Syracuse, New York, April 8,
1816, and removed to Toledo, Ohio, in 1848. In
1868 he became the Democratic candidate for
Congress in the Toledo district, which had been
represented by the Hon. James M. Ashley for
some years, and had been largely Republican,
But there was 8o much dissatisfaction with the
old member that Mr. Hoag was elocted by a ma-
jority of nearly o thousand. On recelving the
news of his death, & meeting of the Ohlo dele-
gation was held yesterday afternoon, at which it
was decided to announce his death to-day. The
remains of the deceased will be accompanied to
Toledo by a committee of the House of which he

was & member,

Hon. Peter T. Washburn,

A despatch from Woodstock, Vermont, states
that the Hon. Petor T. Washburn died at his
residence there this morning. At the last elec-
tion the deceased was the Republican ecandi-
pate for Governor of Vermont, and was elected
over Homer W. Heaton, the Democratic candi-
date, by more than 20,000 majority.

Hir Charles A, Wyndham, K. C. B.

Licutenant-General Sir Oharles Ashe Wynd-
ham, K. C, B.,, ason of the lale Vice-Admiral
Wyndham, who had gone to Florida for medical
treatment, died at Jacksonville, in that Biate,
on Wednesday last. He was born fa 1810, be-
came nroember of the famous Coldstream Guards
in 1826, and colonel in 1854. When the war
agnainst Rusdia in the Crimea was Inangurated,
he was appointed Assistant Quartermaster-Gene-
ral to the Fourth Division, and was soon after
placed in command of a brigade of the Second
Division. At the battle of Inkerman, and more
especially in the taking of the Redan, hé greatly
dlstinguished himself, and for his gallantry on
this occaslon was made a major-general and
chief-of-staff, In 1857 Be wae returned to Par-
linment in the Liberal ioterest from the East
Norfolk distriet, but in the same year went to
India to aselst in the suppression of the Sepoy
mutiny, taking an active part in the campalgn
under Lord Clyde. In 185656 he was made a K,
. B., sod at the time of his death held the rank
of liedtenant-genetal nod colonel of (he 4iih
Reglmeut.

Alexneador Hertzen.

This distinguished Russinn author and revolu-
tionint died in Parls on the 31st of January, He
was o native of Moscow, where he was born In
1810, At a vory oarly age he plunged into po-
litleal life; advancing llberal opinions with so
much recklessnos that before he had completed
his eighteenth year ho was placed under arrest,
Imprisoned, and fipally sent Iato exlie, en the
charge of disloyalty. The Government, how-
evor, permitted him to act during the period of
his banishment in & minor elvil capseity, nnd on
his ralease he returmed to Moscow and oceu-
pled himself In  contribnting a  serles
of articles Lo A | B8t Patersburg
magazine on “The Study of Nature™ and *“*Dil-
letantism In Sclence." For some years subse-
quently he led a8 wandering life, finally settling
down In London, where ho founded a journal
with the title of thoe Kolokol, This periodi-
cal was made the exponent of the viawa of the
so-called young Russinn party, and was read
extenslvely throughotit Europe, the Russlan
Government endesvoring in vain to exclude it
from the empire. For many years Hertzen
continued to disseminate lberal ldeas through
its columns.
